RUMORED AMERICAN DEFEAT 


American Troops to the Number of 16,000 Begin Their 


March of Victory. 


Landing Was a Thrilling Sight, Amid the Booming of Warship Guns and the 


Cheering of Volunteers—Situation at Santiago. 


MADRID, June 23, 4:15 p. m.—The minister for war<has announced the receipt of an official despatch from Santiago an- 


nouncing "that the American attack on Punta Berraco was repulsed after a hard fought and bloody engagement." 


Punta Berrace is a short distance from "Daiquiri, where the United States troops landed yesterday. 
It is near the coast 


under the guns of the American iieet from which it is judged it is highly improbable that the army was repulsed as stated. 


MADRID, June 23, 4 p. m.—News of serious lighting near Santiago de Cuba is received. 
Cervera cables that the situation 


is critical and the governor of Santiago admits that the Spaniards have been compelled to retire, but a Spanish victory is claimed. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—General Miles has received a despatch from one of his aides with Gen. Shafter at Daiquiri, an- 


nouncing the landing of the troops without casualty. It was stated that 5,700 insurgents are on hand well armed and under disci- 
pline. 
"The troops are in splendid spirits, ready for a fight" and, said Gen. Miles, "There will be a fight today."

War News From Garcla's Camp. 


IN GENERAL GARCIA'S CAMP AURENDERAS, PROV- 


INCE SANTIAGO DE CUBA, June 22, via Kingston, Jamaica, 


June 23.—(Copyrighted by Associated Press)—Per Associated Press 


Dispatch Boat Wanda.)—The Cuban who left the city of Santiago 


Monday night arrived in Gen. Garcia's camp Tuesday morning with 


accurate maps of the harbor and earthworks surrounding it. Cer- 


vera's ships lie in almoit a circle surrounding the small island half 


way up the harbor. The cruisers Cristobal Colon and Vizcaya, both 


uninjured, lie oil either side of it, commanding the narrow neck of 


tho harbor. Both torpedo boat destroyers are disabled, one having 


been struck by fragments of shells that sunk the Reina Mercedes, 


the other having her boiler tubes and engines out of repair. Beyond 
sinking the Mercedes and quite large loss of life incident to it, httle 


damage was done by the bombardment by the American ships. The 


earthworks disturbed one smooth-bore gun and dismounted it. New 


guns, mostly from tho ships, rapid fire and automatio, were dis 
mounted from ships mounted on earthworks surrounding the city 


and a new line of intrenohments dug a mile and a half from the city 
Tho Spanish regulars and Bailors in the harbor are on half ration 


and the local forces have to forage for themselves. Discontent i 


widespread among troops tod an uprising in Santiago is fearad.

When the men went dew n to the fields 


the pueblo \va» really in. control ol its 
rightful owners, the women. In these 
old coinmnritiea the woman was the 
Important partner in the 
uou&Gliolcl, 


She was the owner oJ the house and all 
it contained. She built it and furnished 
it with the utensils ol dally u&e. The 
children traced debci'nt through tho 
mother and took her clan name. The 
man's position, other than mere pro- 
vider, wag that of an honored frueat; 
Und if he presumed disagreeably on his 
pos-ltian more likely than not he was 
bent buck to his own home. Far from 
being the general slave and pn<-k animal 
that ib her bister of the plains. tribeB, 
the Pueblo woman's duties were pure- 
ly doinehUc; and if she e^er worked in 
the Held it was for the common pood, 
to save the scanty harvest in time of 
need. 


The grinding of the manv-colorecl 


coin for bread, the wrmlng and the 
making of pottery were her principal 
occupations, and are to this day. The 
Fucblo Indians arc, par excellence, the 
potters of. the southwest, and it will be 
confessed that they come fairly by the 
title, as an examination of some of the 
old-tlmo ware will prove, although in 
this case, as in some others, the evolu- 
tion has not been for thebetter. 


In the small house-cell or In (lit 


white sunlight the potter snt, and, with 
scarcely any tools lit all, fashioned such 
specimens of the potter's art us to chal- 
lenge uclmiiation from us, with all our 
appliances.
